How Insects Walk on Walls. 


H Dewitz, states The Journal of the Royal 


Microscopical Society, supports the explana- 
tion already advanced by Blackwall, of the 
power of insects to walk on a wall, that a 
glutinous liquid is exuded from the apices of 
hairs which surround the lobes of the feet 
He resorts to direct observation of the living 
insects, fixing it, feet uppermost, to a glass 
side, which is placed under the microscope 
By this means the ends of the hairs surround- 
ing the lobes of the feet are seen to emit a 
tianspavent substance by which the foot ad- 
heres to the glass. If the foot is then drawn 
nwav, f'ro s are seen to Deleft on the glass 
ron tsponding in position to the hairs of the 
loo k-lobes. In cases where there are no hairs, 


in bugs, the adhesive material proceeds di- 


recUy fiom the pores of the foot Many 
arvse use a similar substance in their move- 
ments."

LONDON, August 31.—Eeports from Ba- 


tavla received last nigbt »re ol a more en- 
couraging nature, although details of tbe 
horrors of the eruption continue to come, 
growing all the time more awful. Some ol 
tbe most 
remarkable 
phenomena ever 


known In the bUtory of volcanic energy 
have been developed by the great disturb- 
ances In Java and Sumatra. After the 
sudden subsidence ol tbe territory In the 
kingdom of Bantam on Monday the erup- 
tions seemed to lose tbelr force for a time, 
and the people of Butavia experienced a 
feeling ol rellel In the hope that tbe worst 
bad been passed. 
This continued until 


abcutlO o'clock, when It gave place to re- 
newed lears, lor the craters had then once 
more begun to send up great masses of de- 
structive matter, although without tbe force 
af the former actions. The eruptions seem 
to be more violent at night than during tho 
day. By It o'clock the 
PapandayanK, 


which is 7,034 leet high, was In a very active 
state of paroxysmal actions. It was ac- 
companied 
by detonations said to have 


lieen hoard a thousand miles- ott in Samatra 
in a straight line. Three distinct columns 
of flame were seen to rise from tnc moun- 
tains to a vast height, and its whole surface 
soon appeared as if covered with fieiy lava 
streams, which spread to great distances on 
all Bides.' Stones fell lor miles around, and 
the black fragmentary matter carried into 
the air caused totaljdarkness. A whirlwind 
accompanied this eruption, by which the 
roofs of houbes, trees, and even men and 
horses, were

The abundance of ashes ejected was such 


as to cover the ground and rools of houses 
at Dcnambo to the depth of several inches. 
OH Point Oaay tbe flowing pumice upon tht 
water formed a layer 
two leet 
thick, 


through which vessels 
forced their waj 


with great difficulty. The rise ol aqueous 
vapor produced the appearance of acolumi 
several thousand leet high based 
on th« 


edge of the ciater and appearing to consist 
of a mass of innumerable globular clouds o! 
extreme whiteness, resembling >ast bulls ol 
cotton rolling one over the other as they as- 
cended, impelled by tho pressure ol fresh 
supplies incessantly urged upwards by the 
continued explosions. At a great height 
the 
column 
dilated 
horizontally and 


spread into a dark 
and turbid cloud 


ha>ing the figure of an immense umbrella. 
Forked lightning of great vividness and 
beauty continually darted Irom different 
parts ol tbe cloud. Suddenly the scene 
was changed—-the mountain was split into 
seven parts without a moment's warning 
and whore Fapandayang had stood alone 
there were now seven distinct peaks loom- 
ing up to a great height. 
In the seams 


opened could be seen great balls of molten 
matter, and from out ol them poured clouds 
of steam and the 
black ejected laplllo 


flowed in steady streams, ran slowly down 
the mountain sides and formed beds 200 or 
300 leet in extent. Exhalation- of carbonic 
acid gas occurred so abundantly that birds 
and animals In large numbers were killed 
by it and a lew human beings lost tbelr 
lives in the same way.

Some 900 in- 
habitants of the interior town ofWarange 
are now known to have been killed, and at 
Tatatra, on tbe coast, 300 bodies have been 
found.

nil it is thought at Batavia that tbe estl- 
ate of 75,000 killed will not prove exocs- 
Ive. On ths low lands ol Batavla where

Letter of the Deceased-Verdict of the 


Coroner's Jury- 


Last night at 8 o'clock Coroner Ben- 


dura received a telephone message bom 
Casner Station, asking him to come there 
at once and hold an inquest on the body 
ot William B. Wilson, aged 22 years, who 
had been found dead in Ms bod last even- 
ing at dusk, at bis father's house in Long 
Creek township. 3% miles from the sta- 
tion, with a bullet-hole in his heart The 
coroner reached the scene of the saicide 
at about 12 o'clock, and found the body 
lying upon the bed undisturbed as it had 
been discovered late in the evening. He 
summoned G. W. Mowry, S. H. Wikoff, 
John Bousman, William* H. Lindsey, 
James Wallace and Fiank Waudel as 
jurymen. The testimony of William Wil- 
son^, father ot the deceased, Frank Tink- 
ler, the hired hand, and two young wo- 
men was heard. It was to the effect, as 
given by the gentlemen named, that the 
deceased had been afflicted all his life 
with an abscess in the head, which made 
life a burden, and that he had threatened 
on several occasions to kill himself. Tink- 
ler said he and William had started from 
the house early in the morning to go to 
Casner Station where the family was pre- 
paring to reside permanently, and that 
after they had gone some distance Wil- 
liam turned back, stating that he had a 
little work to do at the old home place, 
and that Tinkler should go on to the sta- 
tion. That was the lost seen ot the young 
man alive. He was found by the two 
young women in his room dead and they 
at once communicated the startling intel- 
ligence. The following letter found on a 
stand near the bed shows that deceased 
was determined to kill himself: 


THE SUICIDE'S liBTTEB. 


DEAR FATHEH ANI> MOTHER:---! hate to 


write this letter, for I know that it will 
be a stroke that you will hardly be able 
to bear; but I hope you will not let this 
get away with you, for I assure you I will 
be better off in eternity than I am here, 
for I have been a very disobedient son. 
But God knows that I have had things 
to contend with that you know but little 
about, much lebs the world, and as I 
haven't much longer for this world at the 
best I have decided to end my sufferings 
by suicida I want you to kiss Ada and 
Bertie for me, and I hope that they may 
live and be more useful in the world than 
their uncle Will has ever been. 1 don t 
want yon to think that I blame anyone 
with this but myself, for it has been well 
considered and I have decided that this 
is the best thing I can do. Disease has 
caused it all. Pa, there are two bills I 
would ask you to pay this fall, and that 
is all I owe any one. One is to Harry 
Hosteller, Deoatur, and the other to Mr. 
A. Cramer. I will leave my part of the

The verdict ot the jury was that Wilson 


had killed himself with a pistol fired by 
his own hand with suicidal intent The 
weapon used was a 32-calibre Smith & 
Wesson revolver. When young Wilson 
left the house in the morning he wore a 
rough suit of clothes. The surroudings 
indicated that when he returned to the 
deserted house (the family were all at the 
station) he deliberately wrote the letter 
given above, took a bath, disrobed and 
put on fresh linen and his best suit of 
clothes. He also put on a clean collar 
and a white necktie. Then he laid down 
upon the bed, crossed his legs, placed bis 
right hand across his breast, and after 
ripping open his shirt at &e left side, he 
placed the muzzle of the revolver to his 
side and with his left hand sent the bullet 
through his heart. Death must have re- 
sulted instantly as there was no appear- 
ance that he moved a particle. 


The father of the suicide, William Wil- 


son, is a well-to-do farmer, reputed to be 
worth 875,000. A few years ago ho 
bought a farm of 340 acres in Wheatland 
township and offered to give it to him, 
but the boy refused it saying that all he 
asked of his father was money enough to 
bury him. The farm was then given to 
John Wilson, William's brother. The 
life of the deceased was manifestly a bur- 
den, and it was only occasionally that he 
seemed to take any interest in social and 
business affairs. His non-appearance at 
the station occasioned no special concerts 
as it was supposed that he had gone to a 
picnic at Shady Grove^in Whentlnnd 
township. 


The remains were taken to Mt. Zion 


to-day for burial. The funeral waa con- 
ducted by Bev. N. M. Baker.

Tbe New Postal Notes, 


From the Cleveland Leader. 


Tbe first issue of the new United 


States postal notes, authorized at the 
last session of Congress, is now 
ready, and will be put into use on 
Monday, Sept 3. The engraving 
and printing were done by the Ho^ 
mer Lee Bank Note Company, of 
New Tort, which has some 200 sltill- 
ed artisans employed night and day 
preparing the plates and printing 
the notes. Those who have exam- 
ined the notes say they are the finest 
ever made by any engraving com- 
pany in this country. They are 
printed on pure linen bank-note pa- 
per, chemically prepared in such a 
manner as not to be affected by the 
action of acids and other agents used 
for removing ink. The amotints for 
which the notes are given are punch- 
ed out in dollars, dimes and cents by 
the postmaster issuing them. The 
paper is lemon tint, and on the face 
is printed, over the entire surface, 
an underlying tint in gold and brown 
ink. In size they are about tbe same 
as the United States notes. The pa- 
per is water marked, and each note 
contains a fine representation of a 
ribbon formed in the shape of a fig 
ure 8. -No one note contains the 
same intact, however, as it is so ar- 
ranged that parts only of each de- 
sign will appear on a single note, 
and by this means the exact position 
on the sheet of paper can be deter- 
mined if necessary. Three printings 
are required for completion. The 
body of the note is covered with min- 
iature photographic designs contain 
ing the words "United States Postal 
Note." U. 8. P. N. repeated many 
times and so small that at first it 
would not be noticed, but each letter 
is perfect. The.upper part of the 
underlying tint, nnder the words 
"Postal Note," is composed of wing- 
ed wheels with a halo running in all 
directions. These notes are designed 
to meet the imperative demand for a 
small 
denomination currency or 


check order that can safely be trans- 
mitted through the mails without the 
trouble and expense necessary in 
procuring and getting postal orders 
cashed. The object is to furnish the 
means for mailing sums of $5 or 
fractional parts thereof. Under ,the 
provisions of the law they may be 
passed over the counters as currency 
and at their full face value for three 
months from the last day of the month 
of issue, within or at the expiration 
of which time they must be present- 
ed at some money-order post office 
for redemption.
